But the wheat, the rye, the oats,
the sorghum, the clover, the grass-
es, all stand up to illustrate the real
power of the Western section of the
State: The whole people have not
done their duty; but a few stand
forward to show what all the section
can do, if all the sections will do
their duty.

Yet, when it
is remembered that all this coun-
try so set'on edge, is richer than tke
valleys, there can be no limit to the
anticipations upon which industry
and intelligence look for reward.
And we find that weraise evetything
here that can be raised on the bos-
om of mother earth, except sugar
cane, which is tropical, but so ge-
nial is the mountain climate, that
we here have everything except
w hat strictly belongs to the same
tropieal belt.

Postmaster General Vilas says
there are no less than one hundred
Pregidential cases upon his table
awaiting final action.

“We have no idea that it is nec—
essary or desirable to establish ex-
perimental farms which shall be
owned or rented by the Department,
and superintended by persons
whom it employs. here is a
simpler and cheaper plan than this.
The Department can select planters
who have a reputation for practical
as well o8 scientific farming, and in-)
vite one of these in each of the dif-
ferent sections of the State, to plant
an acre of land in tobacco and an
acre in cotton and grain. The De;
partment can have the soil analyze
at thedifferent stations, so that the
proper fertilizers can be applied.
At small expense, the department
can furnish the fertilizers and seed,
and prescribe, if considered neces-
sary, the manner of cultivation.
The important conditions are that
the planters who undertake the ex-
periments shall be men of intelli-
gence and knowledge, wno will turn
to good account the information
given them, and report carefully
the resslt of their action. The
three acres cultivated at each station
should, if possible, be side by side,
so that those visiting the station
can readily inspect the crops. At
the end of the season, and when the
crops have been marketed, the com-
parative value will be known, and
much valuable information will
have been obtained.

It is probable that ten experimen-
tal stations would be sufficient; and
we doubt that the expense to the
Agricultural Department-would ex-
ceed two or three thousand dollars.
This is a trifling sum in comparison
with the advantages which can be
lexpected to be derived from the

lan, It will not be difficult to
imit the outlay to the amount de-
signated, but, if the means can be
obtained, it will probably be found
advisable to defray the whole ex-
pense of cultivating the experimen-
tal acres, and in this event the Agri-

«| cultural Department can re-imburse

itself from the proceeds of the ex-
perimental crops, giving any sur-
plus, after the payment of the ex-
penses, to the planters themselves
in return for their pains in superin-
tending the stations. -
